COMSTOCK, Wis. (AP) - This 


unincorporated northern Wisconsin 
farm hamlet of some 80 persons 
popped its civic buttons with pride 
Wednesday 
night. 


A crowd estimated by Barren 


County Sheriff Wally Larson at 4,000 
or more jammed a freshly cut hayfield 
on the outskirts of town to welcome 
home the Peterson brothers, two 
American heroes of the Olympics. 


Ben Peterson, 22, won the Gold 


Medal in the 198 pound class in 
freestyle wrestling. John, 23, won the 
Silver Medal in the 180.5 pound 
division. 


The brothers, accompanied by Gov. 


Patrick J. Lucey, rode in an open 
convertible in a 40-vehicle motorcade 
which included fire trucks and state 
patrol cars. The entourage traveled 
north on Wisconsin 63 through the 
little towns of Clear Lake, Turtle 
Lake, Comstock and Cumberland, 
then doubled back to Comstock for 
the official welcome. 


Larson estimated 1,000 persons 


lined the streets of Cumberland, 
which has a population of less than 
1,900. 


Ceremonies were held on a platform 


on the property of Stanley Jorgensen, 
a farmer and head of the welcoming 
committee. 


Julie Gilbertson, a senior at the 


brothers' alma mater, Cumberland 
High School, sang "Impossible 


Dream" from "Man of LaMancha." 
John .Peterson said, however, their 
motivation involved much more than 
a dream. 


His religious training, he said, "gave 


me the confidence that a person can 
accomplish anything he sets but to 
do." 


Lucey, who proclaimed Sept. 13 


"John and Ben Peterson Day," noted 
that last weekend another young 
native of the state, Terry Anne 
Meeuwsen of De Pere, had been 
crowned Miss America. Lucey said the 
three had brought deserved recognit- 
ion to small town Wisconsin. 


"These boys not only have brought 


great honor to their nation and state, 
but to rural Wisconsin and to their 
family and relatives," Lucey said. 


The crowd included the brothers' 


parents, Mr. and Mrs. Paul Peterson, 
two brothers and a sister. One of the 
brothers, Phil, formerly played foot- 
ball at the University of Wisconsin. 
The father is a feed mill employe at 
Cumberland. 


Also present was Ben's high school 


wrestling coach, John Walsh, who 
took Ben to the Olympic wrestling 
tryouts in Ames, Iowa, in 1968. Ben 
lost, but made e n o u g h of an 
impression to be awarded a wrestling 
scholarship to Iowa State University. 


Ben has a few credits to go to earn 


his degree, while John will soon as- 
sume duties as wrestling coach at 
Madison West High School. 


Soviet trade deal likely 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 


States and the Soviet Union jointly 
proclaimed "significant progress" in 
drafting a broad-scale trade agreement 
between the two countries during talks 
Henry A. Kissinger held in Moscow this 
week with'Soviet leaders. 


A statement released simultaneously 


in Washington and in Moscow today said 
that "in view of this progress, negotia- 
tions on a lend-lease settlement and 
concluding a trade agreement will be 
continued in Washington in September 
with the aim of completing them in the 
near future." 


At one point, Secretary of Commerce 


Peter G. Peterson said President Nixon 
had a fixed goal of seeking a trade ac- 
cord by the end of 1972 but the Soviet- 
American document indicated the 
matter would be wrapped up much 
sooner. 


Kissinger, Nixon's assistant for 


national security affairs, spent the 
earlier part of the week in Moscow 
talking 
to Communist Party Chief 


Leonid L. Brezhnev, Foreign Minister 
Andrei A. Gromyko and others. 


The joint statement made no mention 


of Vietnam entering the talks but White 
House press secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 
said flatly, "Vietnam was discussed." 


The joint document said: 
"In the course of the discussion of 


major international issues, prominent 
attention was given to the problems 
relating to European security, and prog- 
ress was made regarding the next steps 
to be taken." 


The Soviets have long sought an East- 


West European security conference that 
would aim at negotiating mutual 
balanced force reductions on each side 


of the line dividing Communist and non- 
Communist Europe. 


"There also was a discussion of issues 


connected with the resumption at a 
early date of negotiations on the 
limitation 
of strategic arms," the 


statement said. 


American officials ,have expressed 


eagerness to proceed with a second 
found of Strategic Arms Limitation 
Talks early in the fall. 


The document concluded by saying, 


"Both sides reaffirmed the importance 
of continuing the practice of exchanging 
views on questions of mutual interest in 
various forms and at various levels, 
including the highest level." 


This suggested that future summit 


sessions, such as Nixon held in Moscow 
in May, would be considered. 


Kissinger and Soviet officials, the 


report said, reviewed implementation of 
U.S.-U.S.S.R. agreements reached at 
the May summit. It said: 


"It was agreed that there already 


have been substantial accomplishments 
and that further accomplishments can 
be anticipated." 


In this vein, it said Kissinger and the 


Soviets "agreed to conclude promptly 
the negotiations of the maritime 
agreement" that is being negotiated by 
representatives of the two governments. 


Administration sources said Kissinger 


is returning from Moscow with good 
prospects for signing of a broad trade 
agreement within a month or less.

cautioned against a report from Moscow 
forecasting the pact would produce $4.9 
billion worth of U.S.-Soviet trade by 
1977. 
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U.S. wheat 
sold to China 


War pull-out provision 
again before House 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The Agricul- 


ture Department said today trade 
documents indicate that about 15 
million bushels of U.S. wheat have been 
sold to China. 


The department's export marketing 


service said export payment regis- 
trations it received under a special 
whea,t export program, in effect from 
Aug. 25 to Sept. 1, indicate that 
quantity has been designated for 
delivery to the Communist nation. 


The service said, however, that even 


though export payments on the grain 
havb been certified, it doesn't 
necessarily mean that sales were 
made by U.S. exporters directly to 
China. 


It said that sales made through 


third parties for re-export to China 
also quality for U.S. export subsidies. 


The subsidies are paid exporters to 


make U.S. wheat more competitive on 
the world market. 


U.S.-Soviet deal 


The department issued its statement 


at about the time Secretary of 
Agriculture Earl L. Butz went to the 
Capitol to face congressional quizzing 
about aspects of the U.S.-Soviet 
multimillion dollar wheat deal. 


"The sale (to the Soviets) is good 


for all citizens," Butz said in tes- 
timony for a House Agriculture 
subcommittee. "It is a major con- 
tribution to better commercial and 
political relations between two 
powerful nations." 


Butz, in his prepared testimony, 


made no reference to the sale of grain 
to China. 


But Butz, after Washington sources 


said Wednesday that a U.S. grain firm 
had obtained a 20-million-bushel order 
from the People's Republic of China, 
said if a deal was p e n d i n g or 
concluded he was unaware of it. 


However, Butz said after a speech 


to a farm meeting: "Down the road 
sometime is a substantial trade 
agreement with China. I don't know 
how close it will be. The President 
opened the door a little bit with his 
China trip." 


Washington sources, meantime, 


said they expect that payment for this 
first American grain sale to Com- 
munist China in more than 20 years 
would be made in cash, as in the 
Peking government's private purchase 
of 10 Boeing 707 jet airliners for $150 
million. 


The sources said the Agriculture 


Department received applications for 
export subsidies on wheat shipments 
to China. Subsidies are paid exporters 
to make U.S. wheat more competitive 
on the world market. 


The reports came on the eve of a 


House Agriculture Committee's probe 
of charges the Nixon administration 
favored big-business grain exporters 
and secretly exploited U.S. farmers in 
the Soviet deal. 


Sharp boost 


Sales of 400 million bushels of 


wheat to the Soviet Union—one 
q u a r t e r of the U.S. crop t h i s 
year—helped sharply boost wheat 
prices this summer. In July, the White 
House announced a three-year, 
$750-million credit arrangement with 
the Russians. 


Democratic presidential nominee 


George McGovern has accused ad- 
ministration officials of joining with 
big grain exporters in a "conspiracy 
of silence" to exploit unsuspecting 
farmers who missed out on the rising 
market because they sold grain at 
lower prices. 


Butz termed such accusations 


"bald-faced lies" calculated to win 
farm votes for McGovern.

BEIRUT (AP) - President Ahmed 


Hassan Al Bakr of Iraq left for 
Moscow today for major talks on 
Soviet-Arab relations, Baghdad Radio 
reported. 


Bakr is the highest ranking Arab 


official to visit the Soviet capital since 
Russian military experts were expelled 
from Egypt in July. 


Iraq has been critical of the 


Egyptian move which came only four 
months after Iraq signed a 15-year 
treaty of friendship and cooperation 
with the Soviet Union. 


Bakr's trip came amid reports in the 


Arab press that Moscow is seeking to 
create a pro-Soviet front in the Arab 
world made up of Iraq, Syria and the 
Palestinian guerrilla movement. 


Moscow is using the Communist 


parties in Syria, Iraq and Lebanon to 
bring about this front and settle a 
long feud between the two rival 
factions of the Socialist Baath party 
that rule in Damascus and Baghdad, 
according to these reports. 


First trip 


The five-day visit is the first trip 


outside the Arab world for Bakr since 
he seized power in an army coup in 
July 1968. 


Iraq is reported running short of 


foreign exchange since it nationalized 
the Western-owned Iraq Petroleum Co. 
June 1 and may be looking for 
economic assistance from the Soviet 
Union.

Apart from a few barter deals with 


the Eastern bloc, government efforts 
to line up new permanent markets for 
Iraqi oil in the West have so far been 
futile.

President Nixon met for the second 


day with Republican leaders and key 
advisers at his Camp David retreat in 
Maryland. He returned to Washington 
later. 


Press secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 


said they were mapping plans for the 
final eight weeks of the presidential 


campaign. So far, Nixon, who has a 
substantial lead in the polls over 
McGovern, has been content to let 
subordinates do most of the cam- 
paigning. 


Vice President Agnew announced 


he will start a nine-day campaign trip 
to seven states starting next Tuesday 
in Minnesota and Missouri. Other 
stops will be in Ohio, Tennessee, 
Kentucky, Texas, Illinois and the 
District of Columbia.

Roland Day, an old political compatriot 
of Gov. Patrick J. Lucey from the Ken- 
nedy campaign days, Thursday was 
named by the governor to the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin System Board of 
Regents. 


Day succeeds Regent David Carley of 


Madison, who resigned unexpectedly 
about two weeks ago, citing pressing 
health, business and personal reasons. 


In naming Day, a successful attorney 


and lobbyist for a number of prominent 
accounts, Lucey turned to a colleague 
of 20 years standing in Democratic 
Party was in Wisconsin. 


Day worked for the election of 


William Proxmire to the U. S. Senate in 
the special election of 1957, journeyed 
to Washington with Proxmire to serve 
in a key administrative and legislative 
role in the freshman senator's office, 
and returned to Madison in 1959 and 
soon entered the John F. Kennedy 
campaign organization in which State 
Democratic Party Chairman Lucey 
played a central role. 


Day and Lucey were quietly affiliated 


in a private Robert Kennedy Wisconsin 
operation in the spring of 1968, when 
Kennedy was not on the Wisconsin 


presidential primary ballot but was 
gearing up for his ill-fated primary 
quest mf the presidency. 


Day is expected to play a key role for 


Lucey on the regents, filling the 
experienced role vacated unexpectedly 
by Carley. Carley, as other selected 
regents have done for other chief 
executives in the past, played a role as a 
listening post for Lucey on the regent 
board. Carley's long experience in top 
levels of state politics, his acceptability 
to 
liberal 
elements 
on 
the 


predominantly - liberal - Democratic 
Madison campus, and his familiarity 
with the inner workings of government 
were all essential factors in the role he 
played. 


Day is expected to serve the same 


purpose for Lucey on the board, now 
under Republican control. 


In selecting Day for the post, Lucey 


turned aside spirited bids by a number 
of applicants for the post, indicating the 
seriousness with which he views the 
role played by Carley and expected to 
be served by Day. 


Among the special interest seekers of 


the vacant seat were women and 
representatives of the Jewish com- 
munity, both in Milwaukee and 
Madison. 


Mass transit system 
development backed 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) - The State 


Building Commission has endorsed 
what a state official calls a bold new 
approach to encouraging development 
of mass transit systems. 


The commission voted Wednesday 


to adopt recommendations submitted 
by a citizen study committee on 
traffic congestion which could be 
caused by a new state office building 
opening next month in downtown 
Madison. 


The recommendations call for a 


c o m p u t e r - m a t c h i n g program to 
coordinate car pools among state 
employes and a parking ramp rate 
which would encourage employes to 
use the pools and mass transit. 


They also suggest that employes 


not taking part in commuter pools be 
prohibited from using the building's 
parking ramp. 


"The state should act as a catalyst 


in getting cities into the business of 
providing mass transportation," State 
Rep. Edward Nager, D-Madison, told 
the commission. 


The commission also gave a go- 


ahead for construction a University 
of Wisconsin medical center in 
M a d i s o n , a n d c o n s t r u c t i o n 
authorization for a $3.9 million 
classroom building at UW-LA Crosse. 


UW officials estimate the medical 


center, whose first phase is expected 
to cost $48.5 million, will allow 
graduation of 200 doctors annually, 
about twice the rate of UW's existing 
medical school. 


UW recently received a $10.8 


million federal grant for the project, 
and expects a total of $13.2 million 
in federal money. 


The La Crosse class building would 


elmininate a space deficit which 
campus analysts have estimated at 
more than 21,500 square feet for 
classrooms and offices. 


The commission denied a request by 


the state health and social services 
secretary, Wilbur Schmidt, to begin 
construction of three patient cottages 
at the Northern Wisconsin Colony 
and Training School near Chippewa 
Falls. 


Schmidt's plan called for an addit- 


ion of 144 beds at the facility at an 
estimated cost of $3.9 million.

Job fund 
cutback 
protested 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) - The state 


Manpower Planning Council Tuesday 
formally protested federal cutbacks on 
programs for the unemployed, and 
asked Wisconsin's congressmen to 
take action. 


The council was asked by Gov. 


Patrick J. Lucey to "speak out for- 
cefully" against what the governor 
called "arbitrary, unilateral" decisions 
by the U.S. Labor Department to 
withdraw money from a number of 
federal manpower programs. 


The council responded with a 


resolution saying it would get in 
touch with other state manpower 
councils and with the National 
Governors Conference to begin a 
drive to reverse the action. 


State Manpower Director William 


Bechtel said officials had so far 
identified at least $6 million in cut- 
backs, with major losses to the State 
Empioyment Service and the federal 
Job Opportunities in the Business 
Sector (JOBS) program. 


Congressmen would be asked to 


prevent further cutbacks by leading 
a fight to write a clause into the labor 
appropriations bill expected to come 
before the House in the next two 
weeks, Bechtel said. 


The c o u n c i l said the Labor 


Department has announced fiscal year 
1973 cutbacks of $1.2 million in the 
state employment and unemployment 
compensation services. 


A $3.4 million cutback has been 


announced for the JOBS program, an 
effort run by the businessmen to 
provide jobs in private industry. 


The labor department 
also 
an- 


nounced cancellation of Milwaukee's 
residential job corps training center, 
a cutback the Manpower council 
estimated would cost $1 million per 
year. 


The M i l w a u k e e concentrated 


employment program is being forced 
to absorb a $250,000 fund reduction 
during the last quarter of its current 
contract, and statewide neighborhood 
youth corps programs are losing 
nearly $368,000 in 1973, the council 
said. 
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Prison farm sale eyed

MADISON - Sale of state prison 


farms -including those associated with 
the Green Bay Reformatory - has been 
proposed by the state Board of Health 
and Social Service in its 1973-75 budget 
request. 


The farms, traditional source of food 


and labor demand for the Wisconsin 
correctional system, would be closed - 
with two exceptions - in the face of 
declining prison populations and shift- 
ing prison rehabilitation emphasis, 
under the board proposal. 


Sale of the farm lands would bring 


about $1.7 million to the state, accord- 
ing to a revenue estimate generally 
conceded to be very conservative in 
private quarters within the prison sys- 
tem. 


Sold would be all state farms, except 


the Winnebago and Oregon camp 
operations. 


Included in the sales would be the 130 


acre farm attached to the Reformatory 
and the 1,600 acre Oneida farm outside 
of Green Bay. 


Sale price for the entire farm system 


has been estimated at $250 an acre, a 
price conceded to be extremely low in 
light of growing suburban construction 
surrounding the Reformatory grounds. 
Prices for residential land in the area 
could reach $3,000 an acre, according to 
private estimates within the correc- 
tional system. 


The Oneida farm could be sold for 


considerably more than $250 an acre, 
according to sources 
within the 


corrections system. 


Past suggestions for the end of farm 


operations have not been openly op- 
posed by the state Department, but 
have been greeted with considerably 
less than enthusiastic responses. At- 
taching a low price tag on estimated 


revenues from such a sale could 
decrease public pressure for such sales. 


The department's proposal is ad- 


vanced in light of declining prison 
populations, and Gov. Patrick J. 
Lucey's repeated emphasis on changed 
prison philosophies in Wisconsin. The 
state department noted in advancing its 
budget that with 50 per cent of prison 
population now coming 
from Mil- 


waukee, farm work experiences may 
not be relevant to the rehabilitation 
needs of such prisoners. 


The move is also tied to suggestion 


from Lucey and from the Board that 
one or more state correctional facilities 
be closed before the end of the 1973-75 
biennium. Closing the Green Bay 
Reformatory, as advanced as one alter- 
native by Lucey, could cause the clos- 
ing of the Reformatory and Oneida 
farms as well. 


Lucey appeals for bipartisan 
support to hold line on taxes 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) — Gov. Patrick 


J. Lucey today called on all legislative 
candidates— 
Republicans 
and 


Democrats—to join him in signing a 
pledge to hold the line on taxes and gov- 
ernment spending in 1973. 


The Democratic chief executive told a 


news conference the pledges declaring 
support for a no-tax increase budget 
were being sent to all legislative can- 
didates 
who survived Tuesday's 


primary election contest. 


"I have today signed this pledge and I 


have requested that every candidate 
running for the legislature join me in a 
responsible fiscal program," the 
governor said. 


Lucey predicted such a united effort 


would "guarantee meaningful property 
tax relief to the beleagured Wisconsin 
taxpayer and...put a stop 
to un- 


reasonable government spending." 


Asked if he expected cooperation from 


Republican candidates, Lucey replied: 
"If I were a Republican candidate I 
would readily sign this pledge. It's about 
time that we forgot partisan rhetoric." 


Lucey managed to win enactment 


from a divided 1971 legislature of a $1.98 
billion budget for the current two-year 
fiscal period. This represented an in- 
crease of about 27 per cent over the 
previous $1.56 billion budget. 


Thegovernoracknowledgedhishopes 


for a no-tax-increase budget hinged 
largely on the enactment by Congress of 
a federal revenue sharing program. 


Even if such a revenue sharing plan is 


enacted within the next few weeks, 
however, Lucey said it appeared it 
would be too late to call a special session 
of 
the legislature to 
implement 


necessary state laws to utilize the funds. 


"I'm afraid," Lucey said, "that we're 


past the point where we could have a 
productive session." 


The governor said he intends to "go 


jawboning at the local level to make 
sure money will be reflected in property 
tax rates in new (local) budgets and not 
in such things as increases in salaries of 
public employes. 


Lucey's seven-point pledge asked 


legislative candidates to: 


Support legislation to halt increases in 


property tax rates. 


Work to achieve a no-tax-increase 


budget in the 1973-75 biennium. 


Insure that all proceeds from federal 


revenue sharing received by the state be 
dedicated to relieving the property tax 
burden. 


Support efforts to guarantee that the 


bulk of any revenue sharing funds 
received by local governments will also 
be used to reduce property taxes. 


Urge Congress to significantly in- 


crease aid to elementary and secondary 
education, not by enacting any new 
national tax, but rather by closing un- 
fair tax loopholes now in existence. 


Ease the property tax burden by 


continuing to support efforts to shift 
substantive fiscal responsibility for 
public education from the local to the 
state level.

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Life insurance cost 
methods under fire

WASHINGTON - The traditional 


method which salesmen use to com- 
pare life insurance costs is coming 
under increasing fire from state in- 
surance departments. 


Under the so-called 
traditional 


method, salesmen add up premium 
payments over a 20-year period, then 
deduct expected "dividends" and cash 
values to determine what they say is 
the net cost. 


In some cases, when the deductions 


are more than the payments, it appears 
that the insurance has not cost the 
policyholder anything. This is the 
method which leads Paul Harvey and 
others to talk about "money-back" 
insurance plans. 


But there is a growing group of critics 


who say such a method of determining 
costs is deceptive because it does not 
include such factors as interest, policy- 
lapse rates and mortality experience 
per company. They say true insurance 
costs must include these factors. 


The primary critics have been Joseph 


Belth, a professor at Indiana Univer- 
sity, and Herbert Deneberg, a former 
professor at the Wharton School of 
Business who is now insurance com- 
missioner of Pennsylvania 


Spurred by the questions raised by 


Belth and Denenberg several years ago, 
the life insurance industry set up a 
committee of top officials to look into 
the matter. They concluded that the 
traditional 
method 
was 
indeed 


inadequate for determining the true 
cost of life insurance. 


But they could not agree on a simple 


substitute 


Meanwhile, a system of including 


interest costs has been devised. It is 
called the "interest-adjusted" method. 
It aims to show the amount of interest 
that is lost to a policyholder who puts 
his money into insurance rather than, 
say, a savings account at 4 per cent 
interest 


If a bank kept a depositor's money 


for 20 years and then boasted of giving 
the "money back," it would be cheating 
the depositor out of the interest earned 
over that time. 


The same is true of insurance that is 


sold as both income protection and an 
investment. (So-called 
"term" in- 


surance does not include an investment 
feature and is therefore not involved in 
the dispute.) 


When interest costs are included in 


20-year projections, insurance begins 
to appear more expensive than it does 
under the simplistic "net-cost" system 


For this reason, life insurance com- 
panies have been reluctant to adopt the 
"interest-adjusted" method. 


In both Pennsylvania and Wisconsin, 


however, the state insurance commis- 
sioners have begun to apply pressure 
on the industry to do so. Both states 
have proposed that the "interest-ad- 
justed method" be required in com- 
parisons of life insurance costs. Texas is 
also considering such a requirement. 


Helping to break the ice has been a 


recent publication of Deneberg's office, 
"A Shopper's Guide to Life Insurance." 
In it, he compared the actual costs of 
leading company policies. More than 
250,000 people asked for free copies. 


Denenberg says he has encountered 


a surprising number of insurance 
salesmen who are now aware of the 
controversy and are ready to discuss it 
with policyholders or prospective cus- 
tomers. 


The least a person can do to protect 


himself is to have his agent explain the 
interest factor and use it in any price 
comparisons.

vineyards of Delano seven years ago. 
It would, they say, put an end to 
boycotts and harvest strikes that have 
thrust the ascetic Chicano labor 
leader into the national limelight. 


Although it's the birthplace of 


Chavez' movement, California is not 
the first state to try to control the 
union with legislation. Arizona 
recently enacted a law similar to the 
California plan and modified versions 
are on the books in Kansas and 
Idaho. Restrictive measures were 
defeated by the New York and 
Oregon legislatures during the past 
year. 


Chavez people claim the states are 


laying the groundwork for national 
legislation to undercut his union, 
charging the drive is being backed by- 
conservative farm organizations and 
growers. Supporters of the legislation 
reject the claim, asserting such 
measures are a fair compromise 
between worker and grower demands. 


National impact 


Both sides are in agreement on one 


aspect of the California question: the 
outcome will have national impact. 


The 7,000-word proposal was placed 


on the Nov. 7 general election ballot 
after a petition drive garnered 388,540 
signatures. Opponents are still irying 
to have it removed on grounds per- 
s. o n s c i r c u l a t i n g p e t i t i o n s 
misrepresented the intent and content 
of the plan. 


As viewed by Leroy Chatfield, 


leader of the Chavez forces, and Mike 
Gravelle, head of the drive for 
approval of the initiative, the kev 
disputes involve:

The issue at stake for Chavez is the 


future of union contracts in five 
California crops - table grapes, wine 
grapes, lettuce, peaches and plums - 
and his drive to organize farm 
workers in California and seven other 
states - Texas, Florida, Colorado, 
Arizona, Washington, Oregon and 
Idaho. 


"If we can win, it's a tremendous 


boost for the Farm Workers Union, 
not only in the state, but in the United 
States," Chatfield said. "It would be 
a big boost to the national organizing 
and state organizing." 


"Now if we lose, then if the union 


is to stay in the state, Cesar and other 
officers would have to go to jail. We'd 
be worse off than at the start of the 
grape boycott. Better known ... but 
worse off," he said. 


Passage of the initiative would 


mean jail for Chavez, Chatfield said, 
because it would outlaw the strike 
and boycott which Chavez has made 
the mainstays in his efforts to or- 
ganize American agricultural workers. 


Methods work 


By such methods, Chavez has won 


labor contracts covering more than 80 
per cent of California's table grapes, 
15 per cent of the lettuce and 10 per 
cent of the state's wine grapes. He 
claims 40,000 to 50,000 farm workers 
of the 245,000 in the state are covered 
by contracts. 


Some of the grape and lettuce 


contracts also cover fields in Arizona 
and Colorado, the Chavez group also 
has won a citrus fruit contract in 
Florida. 


Chatfield said the union would be 


"sure to lose" many of its present 
contracts when they come up for 
renewal if the California initiative 
passes. 


Gravelle denied that the California 


proposal is designed to sap the power 
of the Chavez union. He asserted that 
Chavez opposes provisions that would 
' ' p r o t e c t t h e w o r k e r s f r o m 
unscrupulous unions." 


'"Unions that are truly representat- 


ive of the workers will have no 
problem," he said. "This is basically 
to protect the workers ... to protect 
all elements of agriculture." 


Gravelle said the initiative has 


support from farm workers and that 
most money for the campaign "is 
coming from small individuals both 
inside and outside of agriculture." 


He denied union allegations most 


of the money is coming from large 
agricultural interests. 


But the first financial report 


Gravelle's committee filed with the 
secretary of state showed that 
5219,659 of $240,565 raised for the 
petition drive came from 
15 con- 


tributors including six grower as- 
sociations, several farm bureaus and 
major cannrrs vtid lood processors. 


Gravelle said he o!>t:tined his post 


on 'Jie committee <ifter release from 
the- Air Force last March and was 
recommended for the job by a friend.

Social Security numbers used 


for other forms of identification 


The initial purpose of a Social 


Security account number was to enable 
the Social Security Administration to 
readily identify a specific person(s). 


With the hundreds of thousands of 


John Smiths and other common names 
throughout the United States, positive 
identification has been necessary to 
insure proper crediting of wages and 
self-employment income for every tax- 
payer. 


These credits are especially impor- 


tant to the worker and his family when 
application is made for any one of the 
several types of monthly benefit 
payments, for it is this income that 
determines whether payments are pos- 
sible and the amount payable each 
month. 


Over the years, other federal agen- 


cies such as the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice, and now the U. S. Armed Services, 
also use the Social Security number for 
identification. The use of the number is 
continuing to spread to other govern- 
ment units and private enterprises 
including colleges and universities. 


Up until recent years, there was no 


need for a female to have a Social 
Security account number issued to her 


unless she was in the labor market or 
self-employed. The housewife who 
became entitled to payments based on 
her husband's earnings record is iden- 
tified by his Social Security number 
plus a specific letter code added to it. 


However, because the Internal 


Revenue Service, for example, needs to 
identify both the person and the income 
of such person-such as interest on 
bank accounts and-or investment 
income-almost every person now 
needs his or her own Social Security 
number. 


The housewife or the minor child 


needs a Social Security number just as 
do those in commerce or industry. 


Therefore, if you are a female 


collecting Social Security checks on 
your husband's account, his account 
identifies you for all Social Security 
purposes. However, you then need a 
Social Security number of your own to 
identify other income which needs to 
be considered for tax purposes by the 
Internal Revenue Service.

A preview of the difficulties in the

Divided on Bangladesh, China and 


the Soviet Union are united in an 
effort to get U.S. troops out of South 
Korea. The two Communist super- 
powers have joined with 24 other 
Communist and nonaligned countries 
in the drive "to accelerate the 
independent and peaceful reunificat- 
ion of Korea." 


The United States will seek to get 


Korea put over until next year, ar- 
guing that a debate now would in- 
terfere with efforts North and South 
Korea have been making by them- 
selves toward unification. 


Some lively debate is expected on 


a renewed American drive for a cut 
in the U.S. assessment. This year the 
United States paid 31.5 per cent, 
amounting to $64 million, of the 
regular U.N. budget. The U.S. 
delegation is seeking a cut to 25 per 
cent, contending it is "unhealthy" for 
the United Nations "to be excessively 
dependent" on one country. 


U.S. spokesmen deny the purse- 


tightening reflects U.S. pique at such 
U.N. actions as the expulsion of 
Nationalist China. 


Aside from the regular budget, the 


United States makes large voluntry 
contributions to U.N. activities. These 
approached half a billion dollars, 
including humanitarian relief, in 1971. 


The United States is hoping a 


reduction in its budget assessment 
can be accomplished through admis- 
sion of new members and increasing 
the assessment of a few members who 
have prospered economically. 


Setting up machinery to fight 


pollution is expected to run into 
difficulty because the Soviet Union 
and other Eastern Europeans had no 
hand at the Stockholm Conference on 
the Human Environment last June.

songs, and then left. The guards 
saluted their stone monument and 
marched silently back, as several 
widows stood by. 


It was a year ago today that Dr. 


John Edlan, a Rochester medical 
examiner, announced that all of the 
hostages killed in the State Police 
assault which crushed the inmate 
rebellion had died of gunshot wounds. 
The earlier, official version had been 
that they died of convict atrocities. 


The three guards who placed 


wreaths at the monument were 
among the hostages who survived the 
uprising -Capt. Robert Curtis, Officer 
Dean Stenshorn and Richard Delaney.

During the next eight weeks, you'll 


be under incessant bombardment from 
all political levels - federal, stat.e and 
local -to contribute to a political can- 
didate or political committee, and 
millions of you will want to give 
amounts ranging from a few dollars up. 
The new aspect this year is that, under 
a new law, you are being encouraged to 
give by the fact that your contribution 
can become either a deduction or a 
direct credit against your 72 tax. 


But you must understand how to 


handle your tax breaks. You also must 
be ready with some written evidence of 
your contribution should your 72 tax 
return 
be questioned 
later: 
an 


authorized receipt from the candidate 
or committee, a cancelled check. 


Now here's the way the tax breaks 


work. 


You can choose one of two methods 


of figuring your tax break -and below 
you'll find which one is best for you. 


-You can take a direct credit against 


your 72 income tax for one-half of the 
amount of your contributions this year 
up to $50 if you're married and filing a 


joint return, or up to $25 if you're 
single. Thus, the maximum permissible 
credit on your joint return would be $25 
for contributions totaling $50 or more, 
and $12.50 on a single person's return 
for contributions totaling $25 or more. 


You may take the credit regardless of 


whether you itemize your deductions 
or take the standard or minimum 
deduction. 


Each $1 of credit will save you $1 of 


tax. 


- Or you can take an itemized per- 


sonal deduction for qualified political 
contributions of up to $100 if you're 
married and filing a joint return, and up 


to $50 if you're single. 


Your tax saving from an itemized 


deduction will be the percentage equal 
to your top tax bracket. If you're 
married and have a top tax bracket of 
14 per cent, you would save $14 by 
contributing and deducting $100. If 
you're in a top 70 per cent bracket, you 
would save $70 in taxes by deducting 
$100 of your contributions. 


Q. Should you take the credit or the 


deduction? 


A. Always take the credit if your 


taxable income is up to $16,000 and you 
file a joint return. 


Always take the deduction if your 


taxable income is $44,000 or over and 
you file a joint return. 


These rules of thumb also are sug- 


gested by the Research Institute of 
America for your guidance: 


(1) If you file on the reinstated Form 


1040A for 72, you'll be limited to taking- 
the credit for your political contribu- 


tions because you do not itemize 
deductions on this form. 


(2) If your tax bracket is 25 per cent 


or less, you'll always get a greater tax 
benefit from taking the credit than 
from the deduction, regardless of 
whether you itemize other deductions. 


(3) If you're in a tax bracket of more 


than 25 per cent but less than 50 per 
cent and filing a joint return, you'll get 
a better tax break from taking the 
credit - if your contributions don't 
exceed 
the 
following 
specified 


amounts. 
Taxable Break 
Income 
$16-520,000 
$20-$24,000 
$24-$28,000 
$28-$32,000 
$32-$36,000 
$36-$40,000 
$40-$44,000 


If your contributions exactly equal

the break figure, a deduction or credit 
will give you exactly the same tax 
saving. 


(4) If you're in the 50 per cent 


bracket, the tax saving from contribu- 
tions up to $50 on joint returns and $25 
on single returns is the same whether 
you take a credit or deduction. On 
contributions above $50, you get a 
bigger tax break from a deduction. 


(5) If you're in a tax bracket over 50 


per cent, the deduction will always give 
you a larger tax saving than the credit. 


Caution: In cases of a state or local 


community income tax based on 
federal taxable income, deducting your 
political contributions can cut those 
taxes, but taking a credit may not.

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South side roads resemble tunnels

Virtually every motorist wanting to 


get in or out of Appleton from the south 
side has a choice between two narrow 
necked funnels, Memorial Drive and S. 
Oneida Street. 


Like any funnel, they choke up when 


the volume pouring through gets too 
heavy. And the volume on Memorial 
and Oneida is growing heavy rapidly. 


But proposals to expand 
their 


capacity and efficiency have been sub- 
ject to frequent revision and delay. The 
best-laid plans of the highway engineer 
are oft legislated away, and these two 
traffic carriers are classic examples. 


They are also good illustrations of 


how the interests of the motorist and 
the property owner collide. 


On Memorial in particular, the high- 


way commission had plans for widen- 
ing the roadway to six lanes from the 
present four, and to replace the present 


Memorial Drive Bridge with a wider 
span. But residents along the drive 
would have none of this. 


They said the traffic is already heavy 


enough and they didn't want to live 
along a speedway. Of particular con- 
cern was the wide, elm-lined boulevard 
that divides the drive. A six-lane high- 
way would almost certainly threaten 
the boulevard and its trees. 


Off priority 


Two years ago the city began 


proceedings, which succeeded, to have 
the bridge removed from the state list 
of top-priority bridges for replacement, 
substituting instead a high-level bridge 
on S. Oneida Street. 


Now that structure's fate is rapidly 


nearing a decision, with a referendum a 
virtual certainty next spring. The city 
council last week authorized a $4,000 
traffic study that will yield data updat- 
ing 1969 statistics concerning the need 
for the bridge and related traffic system

improvements. 


Some aldermen argued against the 


study, saying it should be evident to 
anyone that the bridge is needed 
without more studies. 


And the existing data is indeed 


revealing that something must be done 
about south side traffic, particularly as 
it attempts to cross the Fox River. 


Between them, Memorial Drive and 


S. Oneida Street carried more than 
35,000 vehicles per day at their most 
congested points in 1969, the last year 
for which a citywide traffic survey of 
the 
city 
is 
available. 


Projections by the state highway 


engineers foresee up to 50,000 vehicles 
by 1985, including volumes likely if a 
new bridge is built by then. 


Future estimates 


Specifically, the survey showed a 


1969 peak of 11,866 vehicles per day in 
the Oneida Street "flats" along the 
present low-level series of bridges. By 


1975, the figure is estimated at 14,000 
and by 1995 is expected to reach 21,000 


On Memorial, the 1969 count showed 


10,700 to 23,900 vehicles per day at 
different points, growing to 25,000 to 
30,000 by 1985. 


If the Oneida bridge is built, only 


1,000 vehicles per day were then ex- 
pected to be drawn off Memorial to the 
new bridge, according to the state. 


According to city traffic engineer 


Walter Johnson, the biggest bottleneck 
on S. Memorial is the intersection at 
Prospect Avenue at the north end of the 
bridge. Recent improvements in traffic 
signals there and installation of new 
signals south of the bridge at Memorial 
and Seymour Street, which connects 
Memorial and Oneida, have sought to 
regulate traffic flows better and reduce 
congestion. 


In peak periods, however, there still

Backed away 


Lucey has backed away from some of 


the more controversial recommenda- 
tions of his disputed prison reform task 
force, but has generally backed its cen- 
tral conclusions. Lucey has said that 
the task force call for the closing of all 
state prisons by 1975 is "unrealistic," 
but has said that one of the state insti- 
tutions could be closed through the 
1973-75 budget process. 


The budget request calls for the

Laubenheimer of plant consultants 
Consoer, Townsend and Associates and 
local bonding counsel Michael Borge, 
representing local interests, appeared 
to Bues to bring state anti-pollution 
efforts and local plant construction

President Nixon has widened his lead 


over Sen. George McGovern to a mar- 
gin of 34 points, winning the latest 
Harris Survey trial heat by 63-29 per 
cent. Last month, Nixon held a 57-34 
per cent edge, a 23 point spread. Thus, 
the Nixon margin has risen 9 full points 
in the past month. 


At the same time, when asked if they 


thought Nixon "deserved to win re- 
election by a landslide,:' a plurality of 
voters agreed by only 46.40 per cent. 


As the formal campaign got under 


way, the President had registered his 
major gains in the Midwest and South, 
in smaller towns, among women, 
Democrats,

Catholics. Significantly, the Nixon total 
among Democrats has now risen to 43 
oer cent, up from 29 per cent in May, 
and the GOP nominee trails McGovern 
among Democrats by only 47-43 per 
cent, a four point margin.

In the latest results, McGovern trails 


Nixon by the most sizable margin since 
the Harris Survey first pitted the two 
men against each other last March. 
However; between March and May, 
McGovern reduced a 27 point deficit to 
7 points. The 34 point Nixon lead is 
larger than the Harris Survey recorded 
at a comparable period in the Johnson- 
Goldwater race of 1964, which the 
Democratic incumbent finally won by a 
29 percentage point margin. 


Here are some key dimensions of this 


latest Nixon-McGovern trial heat: 


- Contrary to expectations Nixon 


continues to lead McGovern among 
voters under 30 by a 10 point margin, 
52-42 per cent, identical to the results in 
early August.

NEW YORK (AP) -Television's fall 


season fandango kicked off this week 
with the promise of enough specials, 
good movies, new series and public 
affairs efforts to put the hard-core 
viewer in a home for the befuddled.

It shows a trend among 
the three networks away from the 
past few years' steady diet of cops, 
cowboys and situation comedies. 


But good and bad alike, these three

variety shows still are television 


staples; they draw the most consistent 
audience and advertising dollar. 


The first of the new regular series, 


ABC's "The Rookies" and CBS' "The 
New Bill Cosby Show," arrived 
Monday night. Both have the 
ingredients for success but need im- 
mediate first aid in the writing 
department. 


Rookies, about three fledgling cops 


in the big city, is sort of a Mod Squad 
in blue. Its producer, Aaron Spelling, 
is the same man who developed the 
Squad into a hit show that starts its 
• fifth 
season 
tonight. 
The 
theme 


of each show is "relevance" to 
modern-day problems. 


On the positive side, the acting by 


the show's regulars is excellent. The 
only things The Rookies may need for 
survival are better stories and a shift 
from the two powerhouses opposing 
them on Monday nights-Laugh-In 
and Gunsmoke. 


"The New Bill Cosby Show," 


fighting ABC's pro football and NBC's 
movie fare, had the help of Harry 
Belafonte and Sidney Poitier and 
should have been a great premiere 
effort. No such luck. 


Belafonte's singing was first rate 


is his custom. But most ot the show's 
comedy skits went limp, rescued only 
by Cosby's zany monologue on the 


junk kids eat and Foster Brooks, 
whose drunk act defies description. 


Introduced as a CBS program 


supervisor, Brooks teetered on to 
unsteadily explain that "1 didn't think 
I'd be called on to speak.

Justice Powell's busing decision 


The decision of Justice Lewis Powell, who is supposed to be 


one of President Nixon's strict constructionist appointments to 
the Supreme* Court, against a delay in school integration in 
Augusta, Ga., adds some long-needed sense to the national 
debate over school busing. 


Justice Powell, acting as the justice to hear cases for the Fifth 


Circuit Court of Appeals, said a 2-month-old law proposing that 
school integration plans be postponed until all court appeals are 
settled did not apply in the Augusta case. His reasoning was that 
the law intends such delays to be allowed in court orders "for the 
purpose of achieving a balance among students with respect to 
race. Instead, said Justice Powell, the Augusta order was 
intended to end unlawful racial segregation in 29 schools, not to 
achieve a racial balance. 


This can be a fine line. But it is one the nation should 


remember in all the wild-swinging rhetoric which will be part of 
the election campaign this fall. 


The House of Representatives, by a two to one margin, has 


gone on from the law covered in the Powell decision. This bill, 
which hopefully will be sidetracked in the U.S. Senate, could 
prohibit all busing needed to desegregate the schools, regardless 
of distances and student ages involved in such plans, and would 
allow the reopening of cases already settled by court-directed 
plans. 


The nation should get a calm discussion of busing in this 


political campaign but it won't. The Democrats' platform talks 
of busing as only one tool to achieve integration, and it is clear 
they don't want to say much else. President Nixon talks of some 
sort of moratorium on busing by act of Congress, quite apart 
from the constitutional questions involved. 


Decisions like those of Justice Powell could hold the fort for 


logic in the meantime. Perhaps the political speeches about what 
should not and cannot be under the Constitution will not do too 
much damage. 


Hopeful talks in Korea 


The September issue of Korea News Review, published by a 


public relations association in South Korea, has some cautious 
optimism for talks being resumed between representatives of 
the Red Cross of South and North Korea. 


"The south-north contacts, officials hope, will serve to lay 


stepping-stones for the eventual reunification of the peninsula, 
divided since the liberation of the country in 1945 (after World 
War II)." a summary in the magazine states. This is looking far 
ahead of the present limited negotiations since reunification 
means different things in South and North Korea. 


Quoting the same un-named officials, the magazine warns 


that, "Unlike the preliminary conferences, the main meetings 
will face many difficulties since the North Koreans are also 
expected to make maximum use of the Red Cross negotiations 
for their political and propaganda purposes, as was so during the 
preparatory contacts." 


So neither side has let down its guard nor retreated from its 


rhetoric. Still, there is a basis for hope that something can be 
accomplished. In the preliminary talks in North Korea last 
month, an agenda was agreed upon calling for negotiations on 
tracing missing families, facilitating free visits among divided 
families, making possible mail exchange between members of 
divided families, tackling the objective of reuniting divided 
families according to their free choice and "other humanitarian 
matters." With the Red Cross talks resuming in Seoul, the South 
Korean capital, negotiations are supposed to go on from there. 


This may not be much, and the negotiations between Red 


Cross representatives of the divided peninsula should not be 
confused with approval of any agreements which would be 
required by the governments of North and South Korea. But the 
"Bridge of No Return" at Panmunjom has been crossed for the 
first time. The United States, still charged with patroling an 
armed truce line resulting from the Korean War, has a lot to gain 
from a careful encouragement of these preliminary contacts. 


Thieu tightens his hold 


President Thieu of South Vietnam has moved again to tighten 


his control on the government of his desperate country. Only 
those Americans who have faithfully believed all the claims 
about Saigon democracy should be at all surprised by the latest 
move. 


The South Vietnamese Constitution, adopted under pressure 


from the United States officials anxious to demonstrate that we 
were trying to succor a noble nation with a democratic regime, 
provides for the popular election of most province, hamlet and 
village officials. No matter that such elections were often, if not 
regularly, rigged by those in power. Such rigging depended upon 
the lack of sophistication among the Vietnamese peasants and 
their acceptance of the buying of votes or other signs of 
allegiance. There was little if anything new in any of that. 


What was different was the pressure from the American 


officials. It may be that some believed that democratic practices 
can be imposed upon a country. We did have considerable 
success in Japan, at least superficially. But it is likely that a 
major reason for efforts to promote democracy or the veneer of 
democracy in South Vietnam was to justify our presence there. 
We were protecting a poor little nation against the onslaught of 
a massive totalitarian monolithic communism. As evidence 
changed, so did the explanations. It was North Vietnam, rather 
than Russia or Peking, that was the monster. 


There always has been enough of the truth in the opinion to 


make the rest of it plausible. North Vietnam is a Communist 
dictatorship and its citizens have little say about their govern- 
ment, about the war or about what we would call civil rights. 
Those who object are punished or re-educated or liquidated. But 
in looking only at that side of the coin, we were led to believe 
that the other side was all secret ballots, honest hamlet chiefs 
and a benevolent regime in Saigon. After all, how could 
American officials justify to the American public the loss of 
American lives just to keep one two-bit local tyrant safe behind 
his emblems of authority? If theie really was any sound reason 
to believe that Indochina was a major battleground between the 
forces of good and evil or at least non-Communist and Com- 
munist powers, little was said to promote the belief. 


As the Americans continue to be withdrawn from South 


Vietnam, except for the air supporters off shore or in Thailand, 
President Thieu can afford to ignore American pleas to seek a 
wider popular support. He probably understands his people far 
better than do most Americans and realizes that if he wants to 
control at all, he had better control thoroughly. However 
bravely many South Vietnamese are fighting, there have been 
signs for years that a great many would rather get the war over 
no matter who was the victor. 


Little by little Washington comes around to acknowledging 


what opponents of the war have for years. There hasn't been an 
official rumble that South Vietnamese hamlet chiefs will in the 
future be appointed from Saigon.

Madison poll unfavorable to Lucey 


MADISON - Fred Risser of Madison is a 


veteran politician in young middle age and a 
third generation member of a family that has 
been closely involved in the politics of Wiscon- 
sin. As the chosen leader of the state Senate 
Democratic minority, and as the presumptive 
leader of the Senate Democratic majority that 
the party's publicists are forecasting, he is a 
man of importance in the state political ap- 
paratus. 


Sen. Risser, like most other Democrats, is 


enamored of the poll of public opinion as a 
campaign device. He has recently had some 
publicity 
attention 
resulting from 
the 


disclosure that the 12,000 sets of questions 
about contemporary political issues and 
problems that he dispatched to voters were 
carried to their destinations with the subsidy of 
the state Senate's postage account, a circums- 
tance that he explains with the claim that his 
expenses have been lower than those of most 
other members of his house of the legislature. 


Value is uncertain 


The value of his poll as a test of the prevailing 


political climate in Madison must be uncertain 
because the choice of questions was his own 
and he has not explained whether the consti- 
tuents chosen were picked at random, or 
whether it was a select mailing list, such as a list 
of his known political friends or Democratic 


party sympathizers. 


Notwithstanding, he reports that he has had 


more than 6,000 replies, which is a remarkably 
high ratio as even the amateur pollster knows. 
This makes the results worth a second glance. 


More than 75 per cent of the respondents 


asserted their belief that a woman should be 
permitted by law to have an abortion if she 
desires it. Remembering the long survival of the 
absolute prohibition in the Wisconsin law and 
the repeated failure of the legislature to res- 
pond to increasing pressure to modify the 
prohibition, the circumstances will help per- 
sons elsewhere and notably Democrats of con- 
trary persuasion to understand the political 
climate of Madison. 


Keeping in mind the extraordinary influence 


of the Madison liberal community in Wisconsin 
Democratic affairs in recent times, other res- 
ponses to Sen. Risser's opinion poll will be 
illuminating. 


Ask property tax relief 


That his constituents when asked about 


property taxation condemned its burden and 
demanded relief by a two to one margin was 
also predictable and perhaps is not greatly 
different than the response that Republican 
Sen. Keppler in Sheboygan would find if he put 
the same question in the same way to the voters 
of his neighborhood. 


But when Risser asked his constituency 


sample how property tax relief could be 
financed, a majority favored a raise in the 
income taxation of corporations. One wonders 
how Gov. Lucey, who worries about the atti- 
tude of the business community and is trying to 
assure it of his goodwill, 
reacts to such 


suggestive publicity in his own back yard. 


Uncomfortable also, no doubt, from the 


viewpoint of the state executive officer is the 
Risser finding that less than half of Madison 
residents believe Lucey's performance is 
"good," and perplexing to the legislature must 
be the declaration that less than one fifth of the 
residents of Madison, where civil servants 
represent the largest homogeneous group, are 
content with the performance of the legisla- 
ture. 


Sen. Risser finds a contradiction that is often 


observed in the attitude of persons of profes- 
sedly liberal views. There is a strong streak of 
reserve in Madison, he says, about the act of the 
legislature that lowered the age of majority to 
include the right of 18-year-olds to drink, marry 
and to enter into contracts. 


The Risser polling technique might not sa- 


tisfy professionals. But it confirms the notion so 
widely held that the inhabitants of the capital 
city, in behavior and attitude, are not 
representative of the state as a whole.

Sydney J. Harris 
Inanimate objects 
discomfort Harris 


Entering my office and looking at the 


desk this morning, I vividly remem- 
bered the beginning of a lovely essay by 
Robert Benchley, on the malevolence of 
inanimate objects. He wrote: 


"I have placed slippers very carefully 


under my bed, only to have them crawl 
out during the night to a position where 
I will step into them the wrong wax- 
round when leaping out of bed to 
answer the telephone. These things 
don't just happen, you know." 


Exactly the way I feel about the 


chaos on my desk. During the day. I try 
to ptace things carefully in their re- 
spective piles: letters here, requests for 
information here, press releases here, 
invitations to lectures here, and so on. 


But no sooner do I go out for lunch 


and return than I confront a desk that 
has been wickedly transformed into a 
battlefield of paper. The patient crea- 
ture who toils for me has long since 
given up her pathetic efforts to main- 
tain order; she, too. is aware that some 
ugly Doppelganger is at work. For she 
can straighten out my desk at 12, and at 
1 it is looking like a shambles again. 


I have for years been envious of those 


neat and methodical colleagues of 
mine, who?e desks resemble those of 
bank vice presidents in charge of 
refusing loans. 


But their tidiness must ever remain a 


secret to one of my temperament; 
neither files nor boxes nor efficiency 
systems can stem the remorseless 
overflow of paper that inundates me 
the moment I sit down at

typewriter. 


To people like me, inanimate objects 


seem to have a life of their own - and 
their perpetual aim is to discomfort me.

WASHINGTON - Where are the is- 


sues of yesterday? How come nobody 
seems to bother much these days about 
bombing Vietnam, saving the cities or 
even preserving law and order? 


The answer, I think, is that a 


landslide fever is building up in the 
country. Sen. McGovern is performing 
so badly, events and the public opinion 
polls are turning so steadily against 
him, that the disposition to question 
and criticize the President is being 
swept away in a general assumption 
that Mr. Nixon will win no matter what 
happens. 


A good example is the puff served up 


to Mr. Nixon by Pat Moynihan, the 
former White House aide who is now a 
professor at Harvard, in the Sept. 1 
issue of Life magazine. For Mr. 
Moynihan, far from being a mere tub- 
thumper, is a trenchant social critic 
admired here and in many other 
quarters because he is usually so good 
at 
questioning assumptions 
and 


ridiculing pretensions. 


He's an intellectual 


The tone of Mr. Moynihan's present 


approach is arrestingly expressed by 
his claim that Mr. Nixon is "as much an 
intellectual as any president in modern 
times." On the face of it, that assertion 
would "seem to warrant some support- 
ing evidence. While the competition 
may not be overwhelming, a word 
could be said on behalf of Woodrow 
Wilson. 


But what is Mr. Moynihan's proof? 


The answer, literally, is that Mr. Nixon 
told him so. The article says: "I heard 
him say just that - 'I too am an in- 
tellectual' - to a dinner at the Hotel 
Pierre." 


As to substance, the only detailed 


argument in the article involves quotas. 
This, according to Mr. Moynihan, is 
how the President feels: 


"He becomes personal and specific 


on this issue, pointing as an instance to 
the number of Jews among his closest 
advisers. Henry A. Kissinger, assistant 
for national security affairs; Arthur F. 
Burns, chairman of thr Federal Reserve 
Board; Herbert Stein, chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers; Edward 
E. David, Jr., science adviser; Leonard 
Garment, his special consultant on the 
widest range of social and cultural 
issues; William L. Safire, a trusted 
speechwriter. If he had made appoint- 
ments by quota, he asserts, he would 
have had to fire them all except Kis- 
singer whom he would insist on keep- 
ing, but might have to settle for using 
on a quarter-time basis. 


An absurd argument 


As a device for bootlegging into 


public print the names of Jews high up 
in the administration, that may be 
pretty artful stuff. But few more absurd 
arguments have ever been advanced by 
serious men. 


Quotas have almost always been 


pushed for groups suffering 
from 


discrimination as a means of access to 
positions on which they have some 
color of a claim. The typical example is 
to use quotas to open up jobs in indus- 
tries such as construction which are 
dominated by restrictive hiring prac- 
tices. 


Occasionally, quotas have been ad- 


vocated to change hiring practices in 
schools and on corporation boards. But 
not even Prof. J. K. Galbraith, a far-out 
comedian on the quota issue, has ever 
proposed their use for the White House 
staff. 


Those facts, and the principles on 


which they rest, are well known to Mr 
Moynihan. Still he repeats what is a 
wholly phony argument without the 
faintest hint of skepticism. 


Repeat Nixon's remarks 


The point of all this is not whether 


the President's policies have been good 
or bad. The point is that highly in- 
telligent men now think that the way to 
find favor with the White House is to 


repeat utter nonsense just because Mr. 
Nixon happens to mouth it. The point is 
that the climate for the uncritical 
toadying that marked Lyndon John- 
son's presidency is building up once 
again. 


In the past Mr. Nixon has not been 


without his critics. We have not always 
been right, but where Mr. Nixon has 
been obliged to compromise - in the 
economy and on the Supreme Court - 
the country has been well served. The 
electoral landslide now shaping up, and 
the climate of uncritical flattery 
emerging with it, will help neither the 
country nor the President.

Vaccinate healthy 
child for smallpox 


(Second of two columns) 


Some other letters about whether to 


have a child vaccinated against small- 
pox make me think some further de- 
tails, in addition to my remarks yester- 
day, will be helpful. 


One letter: 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My daughter is 


nine months old and our doctor advised 
us that she will be inoculated for small 
pox in the fall. However, almost all the 
other doctors in our community no 
longer give the vaccine. They feel that 
the reactions to the vaccine are. 
dangerous and that smallpox is no 
longer a threat. We don't know what to 
do. -Mrs. M.L. 


If you read yesterday's column, you 


know that I still lean in favor of vac- 
cinating against smallpox — but with 
certain exceptions. If you didn't see it, 
try to dig up the paper and read it. 


It's true that some infants have 


severe reactions to smallpox vaccine, 
and one has to be particularly cautious 
with children who have eczema or are 
known to have severe allergies. 


One of my pediatric consultants says 


he saw one fatal reaction in a child in 40 
years - it was a child with eczema. 
Personally in 35 years of practice, I 
never have encountered such a case. 
But then, it's a long time since either of 
us has seen a case of smallpox here. 


While many physicians have given 


up routine smallpox vaccinations, 
folowing the view of the Center of 
Disease Control and the Academy of 
Pediatricians that the risk of vaccina- 
tion is greater than the risk of small- 
pox, there are others who believe in 
vaccination, remembering what hap- 
pened when we still had smallpox 
epidemix. The correct answer will come 
only after we see what happens in the 
future. 


There is this change in viewpoint: 


Many physicians feel that vaccination 
can well be postponed until a child is 12 
to 18 months old. By that time one is 
more able to note eczema or allergic 
reactions and omit vaccination in such 
children. That is wise. 


For the healthy child, I still lean 


toward vaccination, having in mind the 
resurgence of measles and rubella, for 
which vaccine is available, but people

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presidential 
adviser Henry A. Kissinger is re- 
turning from Moscow with good 
prospects for signing of a broad 
U.S.-Soviet trade agreement within a 
month or less, administration sources 
say. 


At the same time, the sources 


cautioned against a report from 
Moscow forecasting the pact would 
produce $4.9 billion worth of U S - 
Soviet trade by 1977. 


Writer Victor Louis, a Soviet cit- 


izen who has had an inside track on 
some major Kremlin stories in the 
past, gave the multibillion-dollar 
figure in reporting on Kissinger's three 
days of talks with Soviet leaders. 


Kissinger said as he was leaving 


Moscow today that Louis' report was 
"all speculation." The results of his 
talks "will be announced in due 
course," he said. 


Kissinger said he had talked mostly 


with Communist Party chief Leonid 
Brezhnev and was "very satisfied with 
the results of the visit." He is due 
back in Washington Friday after brief 
stops in London and Paris. 


The administration sources said 


Kissinger is bringing President Nixon 
several options but reached no final 
agreements although he made sub- 
stanial progress on the outstanding 
economic issues in his discussions 
with Kremlin chiefs. 


Stating that it is too early to place 


a dollar value on prospective U.S.- 
Soviet trade, the sources said the 
Moscow report apparently assumed 
agreement on some major projects in 
which the Soviets are interested. 


Rating high among this is proposed 


joint U.S.-Soviet development of oil 
and gas deposits in the Soviet Union. 
The Soviets are interested in a joint 


venture in Siberia which would 
include Japanese and American 
companies, and also in one in Western 
Russia, the sources said. 


But the United States was said to 


be taking a cautious, go-slow approach 
because of financing and 
other 


problems involved. 


Kissinger was reported 
to have 


made substantial progress toward 
final resolution of the lend-lease 
dispute which has stood in the way 
of expanding U.S.-Soviet trade. 


Negotiations on settling the post- 


World War II Soviet I.O.U. for U.S. 
lend-lease shipments is said to be at 
a stage where both sides agree 
Moscow will pay $500 million over the 
next 30 years. The interest rate 
presumably will be fixed somewhere 
between the 2 per cent the Soviets 
have been d e m a n d i n g and the 


approximately 6 per cent sought by 
the United States. 


A lend-lease settlement in turn 


w o u l d open t h e w a y t o w a r d 
application of most-favored-nation 
tariff treatment by the United States 
towards the Soviet Union. Communist 
Yugoslavia and Poland already enjoy 
this status.

War pull-out provision 
again before House 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The Agricul- 


ture Department said today trade 
documents indicate that about 15 
million bushels of U.S. wheat have been 
sold to China. 


The department's export marketing 


service said export payment regis- 
trations it received under a special 
wheat export program, in effect from 
Aug. 25 to Sept. 1, indicate that 
q u a n t i t y has been designated for 
delivery to the Communist nation. 


The service said, however, that even 


though export payments on the grain 
have been c e r t i f i e d , it doesn't 
necessarily mean that sales were 
made by U.S. exporters directly to 
Cmna. 


It said that sales made through 


third parties for re-export to China 
also quality for U.S. export subsidies. 


The subsidies are paid exporters to 


make U.S. wheat more competitive on 
the world market. 


U.S.-Soviet deal 


The department issued its statement 


at a b o u t the time Secretary of 
Agriculture Earl L. Butz went to the 
Capitol to face congressional quizzing 
a b o u t aspects of the U.S.-Soviet 
multnnillion dollar wheat deal. 


"The ^ale (to the Soviets) is good 


for all citizens," Butz said in tes- 
t i m o n y for a House A g r i c u l t u r e 
subcommittee. "It is a major con- 
tribution to better commercial and 
p o l i t i c a l r e l a t i o n s between t w o 
powerful nations." 


Butz. in his prepared testimony,

Department received applications for 
export subsidies on wheat shipments 
to China. Subsidies are paid exporters 
to make U.S. wheat more competitive 
on the world market.

Backed away 


Lucey has backed away from some of 


the more controversial recommenda- 
tions of his disputed prison reform task 
force, but has generally backed its cen- 
tral conclusions. Lucey has said that 
the task force call for the closing of all 
state prisons by 1975 is "unrealistic," 
but has said that one of the state insti- 
tutions could be closed through the 
1973-75 budget process. 


The budget request calls for the 


opening of the Adams County youthful 
offender institution built during the 
past two years at a $13 million cost, 
and now opposed by Lucey. The open- 
ing of that facility and generally 
decreasing inmate populations will 
make phase out programs possible, the 
board was told in the budget document. 


The board-backed proposal calls for 


the retention of the Reformatory and 
the prison in operation, with smaller 
inmate populations and decreased staff 
sizes Under the proposal requested, the 
inmate level at the Reformatory would 
hit 280 by December of 1973, down from 
a 450 level and previous April. 


The prison population would drop 


from 670 in April, 1973, to 445 in Oc- 
tober, 1974. "Under this phase-down 
plan, considerable reductions in staff- 
ing and funding would occur at the 
prison and the Reformatory," the bud- 
get request states.

If it were decided to close 
one or the other of these institutions 
instead of phasing them both down, a 
different phasing plan would have to be 
developed," the board was told. 


The proposal outlined for the gradual 


decrease in populations at all currently 
operating facilities will mean a system - 


wide corrections staff reduction of 
138.5 positions, the budget request 
related.

usher in the era of the consumer for the 
Russians. 


Pravda reported long bread lines, 


short supplies of vegetables, insufficient 
consumer items, bad management and 
slovenly service 
in Gorky, central 


European Russia. 


A place twice the si/.e of Belgium that 


produces cars, trucks and a wide range 
of other manufactures, the Gorky region 
lias such an intense concentration of 
uulustrv that it is permanently closed to 
foreign visitors. 


Pravda's format for its detailed 


disclosuie of Gorky's plight was an 
interview with Yefimov. Pravda's man 
said his questions were based on a large 
number of letters from complaining 
G.irkyites. 


One of them, cited as representative, 


was from a man who lamented he 
regularly had to wait in line for hours to 
buy bread. Yefimov said this was 
"abnormal," the fault of a labor shor- 
tage which forced some bread factories 
to shut down their ovens. 


N'u mention was made of the bad 


wheat harvest in the coun*rysid<\ nor 
was there anv suggestion that flour wa.s 
in sluir' snppK. 


In addition to a lack of bread, Yefiuiov 


said: "We have difficulty in supplying 
the population with potatoes and vege- 
tables." 


This, he explained, was the fault of 


bad weather. An emergency shipment of 


100,000 tons of potatoes was brought in 
from outside to provide Gorky residents 
with one of the staples of the Russian 
diet. Moscow and Leningrad have been 
forced to do 'the same. 


Pravda then turned to complaints 


about the lack of consumer goods: 
furniture, refrigerators, plates and 
dishes, as well as spare parts. 


At fault, the local party chief said, 


were irresponsible workers, short- 
sighted managers and meddling 
ministries. 


The Automobile Ministry, which for 


some reason sets the quotas for an 
electrical appliances plant, determined 
that the plant should produce only 
100,000 units a year, 50,000 less than its 
capacity, Yefimov said.

Economist 
an intruder 
in kitchen

NEW YORK (AP) - Herbert Stein is 


absolutely correct. Herbert Stein is 
terribly wrong. 


Stein tiie economist — he is chairman 


of the President's Council of Economic 
Advisers — is factually accurate in say- 
ing that the average worker's ability to 
buy food lias increased in the past year. 


But as a politician — he doesn't claim 


to be one, but in an election year the 
public gratuitously applies the label — 
-he wins no votes by, in effect, telling 
food buyers they are better off than they 
realize. 


This may be so, but the timing of his 


reminder is terrible, coining as it did on 
the very same day that government fig- 
ures showed meat prices to be 11.6 per 
cent higher than a year ago. 


Nothing 
is 
more 
sensitive in 


households than the handling of money, 
especially food money. Although the 
tradition is changing, it is still the man 
who earns it and the woman who spends 
it, and neither understands the other. 


And 
so, the President's chief 


economic aide is now an intruder in 
millions of households, the catalyst that 
explodes the smoldering suspicions that 
wage earner and food buyer hold 
against each other. 


The facts are these: 
—American families spend a lower 


percentage of their disposable income 
i'ti food tnan they did a year ago. This 
has been the case year after year since 
the end of World War II. 


Twenty 
years 
ago 
in 1952 the 


American family spent 23 per cent of 
take-home pay on food. The percentage 
fell to 20.7 in 1957, to 19.3 in 1962, to 17.4 
in 1967, to 15.8 last year. It continues to 
fall 


As Stein noted in his address last 


Friday to the American Political 
Science Foundation, the ability to buy 
food — or, to state it another way, the 
rise in incomes — is greater than the 
increases in food prices. 


—Americans spend more money each 


year on food. This, too, has been the case 
year after year since the end of World 
War II. The nation's food bill, at home 
and at restaurants, is now well over $100 
billion a year. 


Clearly, there is no discrepancy in 


these two statements. 
Americans 


simply earn more money than before. It 
is the American economy, rather than 
the food industry specifically, which 
deserves the credit. 


But the story is not that simple. Food 


buying is a complex activity in which 
the motivations lie deep in the psyche of 
the buyer. It is the struggle for 
existence, nothing less. 


Moreover, contact with food prices is 


an every day or every week matter. 
Price changes of $1 or even $100 might 
go unnoticed elsewhere, but a difference^ 
of a few cents at the grocery store can 
precipitate a crisis. 


Aware that a one-cent rise on scores of 


items that any family buys in a week 
can mount into the hundreds of dollars 
in a year's time, wise shoppers expend 
great effort in keeping down their bills. 


But the struggle is made more dif- 


fjcult by another belief basic to the 
American credo, that you must improve 
yourself if at all possible. It applies to 
work, to housing, to schooling. It applies 
also to food. 


If you look back over the yeaYs you 


will find that Americans have been 
buying better cuts of meat and more 
prepared foods, which of course add to 
bills. 


Finally, the supermarkets have 


packed their stores with items having 
little to do with human nourishment, 
such as plants, lawn furniture, maga- 
zines, hardware, pet food. 


It is into this human drama, ill-timed 


but accurately, that Stein dropped the 
cold economic fact that "the average 
worker's ability to buy food has in- 
creased substantially in the past year.'' 


Group gives 
contraceptives 
to unmarrieds 
MILWAUKEE (AP) - A report that 


the Planned Parenthood Association 
of Milwaukee has been providing 
contraceptives to single persons since 
early in the summer is "under 
review," Milwaukee County Dist. 
Atty. E. Michael McCann said today! 


The association's board of directors 


was informed this week that its legal 
counsel considers Wisconsin's statute 
prohibiting such activity to be invalid. 


McCann said his office had not 


known of the association's activity 
and "will take the matter under 
review." 


Donald Buzard, president of the 


association, said the information was 
provided to the board Monday m 
reaction to a statement by Atty. Gen. 
Robert Warren last week that the 
state statute was valid. 


The law allows providing con- 


traceptives to married persons but not 
to single persons, but a U.S. Supreme 
Court ruling last March struck down 
a Massachusetts law similar to Wis- 
consin's. 


Warren contended the decision did 


not deal with the Wisconsin law nor 
with any persons charged with en- 
forcing the Wisconsin law. 


The association's legal counsel, 


Jacakson M. Bruce Jr., made, his opinion 
last May, Buzard said, finding that the 
law was invalid and the association 
could offer contraceptives to single 
persons 


Buzard could not say exactly how 


many contraceptives have been given 
to single persons since then. 


"\Ve arp not paying attention to 


that." he said. 


The opinion from Bruce held that 


the Supreme Court decision applies to 
the Wisconsin law and "gives us the 
right to provide birth control to 
unmarried persons," Buzard said. 


He also said the association is 


prepared to fight possible court 
challenges to tho policy.
